Ordi- 
narily in such a case as this-.there.would be a mighty shout.by 
the piiblic and the press'about the criminal carelessness of the 
person or persons responsible for the catastrophe, but investi- 
gation,shows that in-this case th|'responsibility for. fatal re- 
sults rested upon the'victims. •• It tfas found that the construc- 
tion of the building complied wilh* the law in every particular. 
It'contained party wails and was provided with all necessary 
exits and fire escapes/but the tenants of the house had not 
taken the trouble to familiarize themselves with these things. 


" T h e consequence was that when trouble came there was a 


panic in which five persons-lost their lives, when the condi- 
.tioris in the building were, such thai every occupant shpijld 
have walked out without a scratch.
